Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1, 3, 4, 5, 8, 10, 11, 12, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20 are objected to because 
of the following informalities: 

Claim 1, "in a system" should be "a system", "a metallic countersunk a washers" 
should be "metallic countersunk a washers", " internal part" should be "the or said 
internal part". 

The term "when" in claims 4, 11, 12, 14-18, should be "and". 
Claim 3, line 3, "if should be "and". 

Claim 5, line 1, the phrase "process for manufacturing the system as" should be 
"a process for manufacturing the system of, line 7, the term "put in line" should be 
"aligned"; line 8, "the 50 mm to" changes to "50 mm on"; line 9, "the fasteners" changes 
to "fasteners"; line 13, as well as" should be "and". 

Claims 8-10, "when. ..the said" should be "and. ..said"; line 3, "if should be "and". 

Claim 19, line 1, the phrase "process for manufacturing the system as" should be 
"a process for manufacturing the system of, the term "put in line" should be "aligned"; 
"the 50 mm to" changes to "50 mm on"; "the fasteners" changes to "fasteners"; "as well 
as" should be "and". 

Claim 20, "in a system" should be "a system". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-12, 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

claims 1 and 20, what are "laid up and cured", "put by simultaneously with the 
curing", and "in a subset"?. 

Claims 7, 9 are indefinite because it depends on the cancelled claim 6. 

Claim 19, what are "the phrases "by laying-up... the resulting lay-up to a cure 
cycle simultaneously with? 

Claims 2-5, 7-12, 14-19 are rejected because they depend on the based claims. 

Claims 1 , and 20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
